London, Jan. 28. — A Capetown dis- 
patch to tho Daily Mail aiiya that the 
premier of the colony, in common with 
all the other ijreniiera throiiRliout the 
BritiKh Empire, has received an invi- 
tntioa to visit the Qaeen on tlie occasion 
of her diamond jubilee. It is understood 
tjiat advantage will be taken of this cele- 
liration and that a Pan-Britannic con- 
ference ^vill be held in London during 
the Jubilee. 

A St. I'et('rabnrf» di.spatch sayi5 tho 
MiiB.^iati goveriiiiiont ig abuiit to estab- 
lish, for tho i)iirpose of eiicourat;iiig 
trade, coiiinierclal ui;eiicies in all of the 
I'luropean capitalH as well as in a num- 
ber of the largest cities in tho United 
State-s. ARenciea of this character will 
also be founded in Manchuria and 
Liloren. 

(The Hamburgeriache correspondent 
to-day publishes a dispatch from St. Fe- 
terabure aajang that the propoBed visit 
o( the Czar and. Czarina to Borne and 
London at the end of April has been 
abandoned, ovvinfj; to the health of thoir 
Majesties, and the vi.'-ita of Prosident 
Fnuro, Emperor William of Germany, 
and Emperor Francis .loseph of Austria, 
to St. Petersburg have been deferred for 
the same retison. 

It is understood that tho Prince of 
Wales will attend one of the series of 
farewell banquets which Ambassador 
Bayard will i^ivo to his friends at the 
embassy. Tiie Princess of Wales has 
])resented both the ambassador and his 
wife with a new tininiblished photo;;ra|)h 
of lierself, with autograph attached. 

The French chamber of deputies to- 
d.ay adopted the Orst clanse of a bill 
granting export bounties on sugar by a 
vote of 295 to 108. It was agreed to con- 
sider the amendment proposed by JtL 
Jnuroa, the French Socialist deputy to 
tho elTect that bounties should only be 
paid on sugar produced in 1897 instead 
of 18fl(). 

A dispatch from Jfayence says that 
ilr. Perry liittholo, the U..S. consul 
there, has been fined 200 marks for an 
assault committed laot anmiiier. 

Tiie Chroniclt^ denounces the petition 
of tlie British Foreign Arbitration Asso- 
ciation cabled to the U. S. senate, and 
says in conclusion: "Such a penny 
whistle affair can only have a had ell'ect. 
The signers are mere nobodies." 

Reports received in Paris are to the 
eflcet that the Swiss artillerv regiment 
are now crossing the Coldesmosses, 
ne arly 5,000 feet high, marching from 
Aiiile to Thun. The soldiers have not 
been heard of for five days. Inasmucli 
as heavy snowstorma have prevailed 
dnrinc; the past three days a disaster is 
feared. 

A despatch to the Daily JIail from 
Paris gaya tliat a non-suit has been 
ordered by the civil tribunal in the case 
of the Diike d'Anjou, who sued the pres- 
ent Duke (I'Orlcans for using the royal 
arms of Kran;;e. Tiie claim was made 
thac the Duke d'Aniou was tho rin;litfnl 
heir to the throne, as closciendant of 
IjOuisXIV. Accordinc to the desijatch 
received by tlie Daily Mail the 
non-suit was upon tlie trroiinda that tho 
plaintiir had failed to disprove tlie cli\im 
of Don Carlos to be considered the head 
of the house of Bourbon, and it was 
asserted by the tribunal that the royal 
arms had ceased to exist with the down- 
fall of the monarchy. 

Advices reci'ivtnl from South America 
indicate that the insiu reclion in Fru- 
f^iiay has not yot been suppresHcd. 
President . I. Marte Borda has received 
news to the effect that the .South Amer- 
ican Indians are holdini; meetings daily. 
Tiiese meetings are believed to be hos- 
tile to the government of Uruguay. The 
white settlers of the Argentine and Bra- 
zilian frontiers are said to bo in danger 
from the insurrectionists, and a general 
uprising is expected. 

Advices from Auordat say the der- 
viriliea who are believed to bo advancing 
oil that place, have abandoned their for- 
tified camp at Amdeband are retreating 
in the direction of Aimosa, pursued by 
friendly natives. 

Tlie body of Sir Isaac Pitman, the in- 
ventor of the Pitman system of short- 
had, who died Inst week, was cremated 
at Wokini; to-day. 

Vccording to the official report just is- 
sneil there have been ■i,:>'M> caees of 
Iilagne in Dombay and 3,2u5 deaths from 
the disease. At Earaehi 1,(>9-1 cases and 
G-14 deaths from plague have been re- 
corded. At Poonish there have been (iS 
cases and CO deaths, and a few cases oc- 
curred at Suist, Ahmadabad, Kathiawar 
and Cutch. 

The weekly statement of the Bank of 
England issued to-day shoWB the follow- 
ing changes: Total reserve increased 
£824,000; circulation decreased £130,- 
000; bullion increased £094,014; other 
securities decreased £403,000 ; other de- 
posits decrease .CS05,000 ; public deposits 
increased .£1,117,000; note reserve in- 
(Teased £826,000. The proportion of tho 
Bank of England's reserve to liabilities, 
wliieh was 63.14 last weelt, is now 53.38 
per cent. 

CANADA'S NATURAL MARKET. 

Tlie Montreal Board of l^ade' Says it Is 
England. 

MoNTKBAL, Jan. 27. — (Special) — John 
McKergow, tho new president of tho 
board of trade, in his inaugural speech 
pronounce against reciproclcul trade 
with the United States, Baying that 
England was Canada's natural market. 
Tho hoard passed a resolution along the 
same lines. 



IMPEfilAL PAELIAMBNT. 

Matters In South Africa — Amnesty for 
Political Friaoners— Pacific Cable 
Conference Report. 

London, Jan. 2.'^. — In the House of 
Commons Et. Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, secretary of state for tho colonies, 
moved the appointment of a South 
African committee. Mr. M. J. Maclean, 
member for the Cardifl" district proposed 
an amendment, reciting that in view 
of the peaceful settlement of the South 
African question and the punishment of 
the Transvaal raiders, it would be inex- 
pedient to open the matter and needless 
to reappoint the committee. He argued 
that the great public services of Hon. 
Cecil Khodea, and tho fact that ho had 
succeeded in preventing the compact be- 
tween the Transvaal and Uermany from 
becoming a sfttieii fact, absolved the 
great Soutli African leader from blame. 
Kight Hon, Sir J. Lubbock seconded the 
amendment. 

Mr. Chamberlain in reply to a ques- 
tion by Sir (jeorgo linden-Powell, Con- 
servative, said the government was still 
consideriii;^ tho (iiiestion of continuing 
the Halifax-Bermuda cit.blo to the West 
Indies. 

lit. -Hon. A. J. Balfour, government 
leader in the House of Commons, to-day, 
replying to Mr. John G. S. Macneill, who 
asked whether, in view of the Queen's 
diamond jubilee, the government would 
advise Her Majesty to urant amnesty to 
political prisoners, said : " I have never 
admitted there was any diatinction be- 
tween treason and felony and other long- 
sentence prisoners." 

Mr. Chamberlain answering a ques- 
tion by ' Sir George Baden-Poweli, said 
the Pacilic cable conference made a re- 
port, but added as it will be a subject of 
confidential discussion between (.ireat 
Britain and the colonies, that he was un- 
able to give the date of its presentation 
to parliament, 

TRIPLE "siUEDER. 

Arre&ted on Suspicion of the Murder of His 
Mother, Sister and Brother. 

St. Lours, Mo., Jan. 28. — Arthur 
I'almej, the murderer of his mother, 
brother and sister in Mamaromneek, 
West Chester county, whose wife is at 
present in Toronto, was arrested at the 
Planters' hotel yesterday afternoon. 
He will be taken back to the 
scene of the crime. The chief of 
police thinks Palmer ia cra/.y. At first 
ho denied being Arthur Palmer, but after 
searching tiuestioning admitted that was 
his name and that he had assumed the 
name of Paul Jones for business reasons, 
lie declared that he had left home on 
Sunday, the day preceding the triple 
murder, without his baggage, Jie walked 
to Larcbmout, twd miles from his' home, 
where he boarded the last car. of an ex- 
press train as it left the station for the 
west. This western trip, he said, had 
been in his mind for months, and 
when he left home all liis 
people were well. His mission in the 
west was to seek a location for a dairy. 
By 9 :,80 p.m. he had admitted every col- 
lateral fact necessary for his conviction 
upon circumstantial evidence but denied 
all knowledge of tho crime. Hia eon- 
etantli' repeated remark was: "Wait 
till I get back to Now York, then you'll 
know everytbioi;." Palmer's conflict- 
ing admissions and denials, his sunken 
features, restless eyes and hesitancy in 
manner and speech plainly indicate a 
diseased miud.

London, Jan. 28.— The Daily Graphic 
says that Dublin is in a perfect ferment 
aa the result of a renaisance of Irish 
polities. The admission of Timothy 
Harrington, Parnellite, yesterday, that 
lie was the author of a series of articles 
published in United Ireland advocating 
tho amalgamation of Par:iellite and atiti- 
Parncllite leaders has caused surjirise and 
considerable discussion. The Parneilitea 
accuse Mr. Harrineton of a too liberal 
use of the name of Willjam Redmond. 
As matters now stand it looks aa though 
Ki. Harrington has cut adrift from his 
associates, and there are rumors that he 
is now negotiating with Thomas Sexton, 
anti-Pariiellito. Tlit; negotiations be- 
tween Mr. Harrington and Mr. Sexton 
are said to indicate that Mr. Sexton ex- 
pects to return to the leadership of the 
anti-PariielliteB, and tliat Mr. Harring- 
ton will become their chief organizer. 



CO.'\[JIUNISM OF WEALTH. 

Erastus Wiinan's Argument Before the 
Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee. 

Washinqton, Jan. 28. — Erastus Wim an 
made an argument before the senate 
interstate commerce committee on the 
same nieasnro upon which he was heard 
before tho house coniinittee early 
in tho week to compel carriers to 
mtike arrangements for throuch traffic 
witli any lines over which shippers may 
desire to have their goods carried. Mr. 
Wiman said that at present the ship- 
ping charges were in the interest of the 
lighterage company in New York 
harbor. 

Mr. Wiman was very bitter in liis 
denunciation of tho joint traffic associa- 
tion and the aggregation of wealth, and 
quoted from President Cleveland against 
the communism of wealth. He called 
attention to the fact that six mills had 
shut down in Duluth because they can- 
not ship over the roads'at present rates. 
It was neoeBsary, he said, for manufac- 
turers to ship to the seaboard.

These have 
associated with them on the directorate, 
Messrs. J. T. Collins, of Salt Spring Is- 
land ; W. K. Robb, Coniox ; H. F. rage, 
Matsqui; R. Balfour, Langley; Thoniaa 
iCidd, Lulu Island; A. C. Wells, Chilli- 
wack; Thomas Robertson, Ladner's; W. 
H. Hayward, Motchoein; J. W. McGilli- 
vray, "Sumas; VV. Ford, Duncan; J. 
Bond, Vancouver; William Caswell, 
Saanich ; J. Slugeett, South Saanich ; 
and Wataon Clarke, Victoria. The in- 
tention in the choice of these gentlemen 
has been to interest all eections of tliu 
province, and it is hoped that before the 
close of 1897 a greatly increased mem- 
bership list with a atill further gratify' 
ing development of the dairying indus' 
try— which has made rapid advancedur 
in'g the past year— will testify to tho 
practical accomplishments of the asso- 
ciation. 

During the past year only eight mem 
bers wera enrolled, although general in- 
terest was manifested by the farmers 
throughout the province in the work of 
thii fiociety, and much good has been ac- 
couiplitihed by it. The membership feu 
of $2 was held by some to be responsible 
for the limited enrolment, and this be- 
ing made the subject of one of the first 
(i iscusbions of the morning session, it was 
decided to receive members hereafter at 
Oiie-lialf this amount— $1 being the fee 
now agreed upon, subject to the neces- 
giu v amendment being secured in the 
aitti to which it i8 promised there will be 
310 objection. 

Mr. Ladner, who in the absence of IMr. 
II. Balfour last year's president acted 
as chairman yesterday, during the fore- 
noon session spoke strongly on the sub- 
jiict of tlie government grant, pointin 
out that while the fruit growers receive 
$1,000 per annum from the public funds 
ttie dairymen are allowed a grant of but 
$250. And even this it was 
officially inli mated would be 
withdrawn unless greater interest 
were manifeateil in the association. It 
was true thac the membership of the 
dairymen's association was smaller than 
it auonld be, but with the reduced ad 
niiaaion fee this fault would quickly be 
orrected : and it was a self-evident fact 
tiiattliedairvmen in eatablishing cream 
ei ies and similar industries throughout 
the iiroviiicu, the success of which had 
already been proven, were doing as much 
or more than the fruitgrowers towards 
increasing British Columbia's practical 
piDsperiiy. 

In connection with tlie sitting of the 
tariir coniiiiission, tlie following letter 
was read from llie .Minister of Agricul- 
ture, it Iwing explained by Mr. C. R. 
King that the coiiuiiissionera had de- 
cided to hold no sittings in this province 
or Manitoba, and the communication be- 
in? accordingly tabled for consideration 
at some future date : — - -- - 

Ottawa, November 24, 1896. 

:\Iv Dkat. Srii:— I desire to direct the 
attention of your association to the in- 
vitation thatlias been sent out on bc- 
lialf of the government to all who are in- 
terested in the revision of the tariil'. It 
is the desire of the government to allord 
every facility to those engaged in all in- 
dustries to lay their views upon this 
([uestion before the committee charged 
Willi the investigation. As the Minister 
of Agricultural I am especially anxious 
that those engaued in the business of 
farming should discuss what changes in 
our customs duties can be made in their 
interest, and put tlieir views before the 
committee. I would suggest therefore 
that your association, leprcsenting a 
branch of this industry, should discuss 
the question and either forward rcso 
lutions adopted at your meeting or name 
a committee to meet the committee of 
the government. In the latter case, on 
information from you, I shall be happy 
to arrange an early opportunity for your 
committee to meet the committee of the 
government at some central point in your 
province. I am, etc.,

The arrangement of these matters took 
up the greater portion of the forenoon, a 
little variety beint: introduced by Mr. 
MacRae, of this city, who persistently 
inquired as to the action taken — if any 
by the Provincial (.iovernment to secure 
compensation for him from the I'ederal 
treasury on account of 53 cows owned by 
him and destroyed some time ago as at- 
fected with tuberculosis. He had been 
told that he would be paid for them, but 
liiid .as yet received no eompenaation. 
Mr. Holmes angrily resented the intro- 
duction of this matter, and, despite the 
remonstrance of the chair, several times 
declared that Mr. MacKae -'knew 
all about how the thing stood, 
i)iit was a scamp, and wouldn't admit it." 
Ills iuterruplions, always accompanied 
bv some uncomplimentary reference to 
j\Ir. MacUae, continued until the noon 
adjournment, and in tiie afternoon Mr. 
MacRne was informed that the coinmit- 
f'oe appointed by the association last 
year to investigate his grievance had 
jneld several meetings but had found 
nothing upon which they considered a 
leport necessary. The salary of the seii- 
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retary-treasurer wna fixed at $100 per 
annum, exclusive of expenses,- and hav- 
ing cbdaeri Mr, 0. E. King' as auditor, in 
aecordaiice with the terins of the statute, 
the meeting was given up to tlie consid- 
eration of reapers • and addresses of 
special interest to the dairying industry. 

WINTER FEEDING. 

The Deputy Minister of Agriculture on This 
Important Subject to the 
Dairymen. 

The first of these was by Mr. J. R. 
Anderson, the deputy minister of auri- 
culture, upon the subject of winter feed- 
ing and winter dairying generally. In 
ell'cct Mr. Anderson pointed out that the 
sooner dairymen discover, the better it 
will be for them, that the profitableness 
of the dairy business is to quite an ex- 
tent dependent upon producing dairy 
products at the season of the year when 
they bring the best prices, the men 
making the most marked success as 
dairymen in all parts of the world being 
careful to have a large proportion of their 
cows in full milk flow during the later 
fall, and winter months. Thus instead 
ul forcing the creameries to close for the 
want of milk during several months of 
the year, a very little provision in the 
way of winter feed makes a vast difler- 
ence to the income of thofO who look to 
dairying for a livelihood. Another argu- 
ment in favor of winter dairying is that 
the care and milking of a herd of caws 
in full milk occurs at a time of the year 
when the farm hands and horses can 
least be spared. 

The subject of cattle feeding and hand- 
ling stock is a large one, and only gen- 
eral principles can be advanced — no hard 
and fast rules for feeding are known. It 
is nevertheless true, that the man who 
exercises the largest amount of good 
judgment, based upon all that the most 
advanced science can teach him, and 
who tries to put into practice the knowl- 
edge thus aciiuired, will be on the much 
surer road to success than one who works 
blindly. There may be no "best" 
breed, no " best" ration and no "best " 
way of liandling dairy stock, yet there 
are many bad sides to all these questions 
and the man who learns to avoid the bad 
is well on the road towards the best. 

Rations for dairy cows must vary witli 
the animals fed, the stage of lactation, 
the system of farming followed, and 
many other conditions. It therefore 
seems futile to speak of feeding stand- 
ards and of fixed rations, the subject has 
been thrashed out by professional and 
practical men in all dairying countries, 
notably Germany, and whilst the con- 
clusion arrived at, is that cows require a 
certain quantity of food to supply a cer- 
tain amount of protein fat and carbo- 
hydrates per day, firstly to replace the 
daily wear and tear ; in other words to 
keep the animal alive in a lieallliy con- 
dition; and secondly for the purpose of 
forming milk; experience has taught 
the lesson that common sense must 
after all be consulted in feeding, as no 
two animals are constituted exactly 
alike. 

The body is constantly undergoing 
waste^ the substance wears out, breaks 
down, is taken up by the blood, and re- 
moved by the excretory organs. The 
matter thus removed must be constantly 
renewed, or the animal will grow thin 
and ultimately die. To supply mateiial 
for repairing this waste, is the first use 
the cow makes of the food, in other 
words the greater portion is used for the 
productipn of heat and energy, and is, as 
far as the farmer is concerned, a dead 
loss, as he gets absolutely no return for 
it. To secure profit in feeding, this jiro- 
portion should be as small as possilile, 
and there are too ways in which wo riuiv 
diminish the proportion which the food 
of support bears to the amountsupplied. 
To secure prolitable feeding both these 
plans must be used. The first is by re- 
ducing the food of support, and thiamay 
be done by protecting the cow from cold. 

When labor of any kind is performed 
by the cow, food must be burned in the 
system to develop the required energy. 
Excitement of any kind involves an ex- 
penditure of energy, anil must come 
from food. It is evident, therefore, that 
in order to reduce the amount of food 
for tliis purpose, cows which are fed for 
tlie production of milk should not be re- 
quired to make any exertion not abso- 
lutely necessary. Not only physical 
energy but also digestion is obtained from 
food, and we can therefore reduce this 
amount of food of support by providing 
food easily digested. This alone explains 
the necessity of providing cowa with en- 
silage at the time of year when there ia 
no urreen feed. It the food given to the 
cow is dry and hard to digest, she can- 
not be expected to derive the same beno- 
lit from il as if it were green 
fy.od and easy of digestion. If a cow is 
kept in terror or excitement tliere will 
lie an extra amount of food used in the 
development of energy which othersvise 
might go for the production of milk. In 
order, then, to reduce to the lowest point 
the amount of food used as food of sup- 
port we should observe the following 
rules:: 

1. The cow must be protected from the 
cold. 

2. She must not be called on to make 
any unnecessary physical exertion. 

She must be kept in a placid tem- 
per, free from annoyance, excitement or 
alarm. 

I. The food she receives must be easy 
of digestion. 

By these means the amount of fooil 
used, as food of support, will bo decreased 
and the proportion which it bears to the 
total amount of food supplied will be 
decreased. 

The second method of decreasing the 
proportion which the food of support 
bears to the total amount of food sup- 
plied, is by increasing the amount of 
food supplied. It ia evident that every 
increase in the total amount of food su))- 
plied, causes a decrease in tlie propor- 
tion which the food of support bears to 
the wiiole. The total amount of food 
which can be supplied to an animal ia 
limited by that animal's power to eat- 
and digest it. If the food is coarse and 
bulky, requiring a large quantity of food 
to contain a small amount of nutriment, 
or if it is distasteful, the animal cannot 
take a aullicient quantity to accomplish 
the best results. The cow must have an 
ibundant supply of food for the main- 
tenance of animal heat and supply of 
energy ; and to obtain this wholly from 
coarse food, such as straw or poor iiay, 
would require the consumption of too 
large a bulk of food. The cow can manu- 
facture milk only out of the food given 
to her. No care in feeding, or perfection 
in pedigree, will enable her to put into 
tiie pail, material which she does not 
find in the food. 

To feed profitably it is necessary that 
the feeder should get the largest poBsible

\Vm. Pfeifl'er of Rosaland and partnera 
have sold the Hillside and Gault groups 
in the Jackson basin in Kaslo dlatricL 
for $70,000 on a bond for six months ;

The managers o£ a iMontreal syndicate

'I'he Dominion fishery cruiser (Jundra 
returned from lier duties in nothern 
waters yesterday after an abEenee of four 
weeks. 'Wliilst north, with tlie excep- 
tion of four days, the weather was a con- 
stant sncceBsion of southeast ealea, ac- 
companied with heavy rain. On the 
way northward a heavy snowstorm was 
experienced, changing to rain as the 
open water northward was reauhed. 
This stormy weather ia very mut;h 
against ail fishery work, and it is often 
at long and uncertain intervals that the 
steamers from Vancouver engaeed in the 
work are enabled to procure a load of 
haliliut. These winter southeast gales 
come on with great suddenness and con- 
tinue for days, one gale just before the 
Quadra's arriv.^l north blowing without 
intenniflsion ior eleven days. During 
his stay in the north Captain Walbran 
nuulea survey of, and aeinirately placed 
by angles its j)oaitioii on the ehart, an 
entirely unknown harbor on the Houth 
shore of .Stephens Island. This harbor 
is a si)lendid shelter for small vessels, 
free from all danger, can be entered 
safely in the worst weather, and is the 
headquarters of the Vancouvery fishing 
fleet. The Quadra took shelter here 
twice. It has been named Butler's 
Cove. 

Besides fixing the position of this cove 
Captain Walbran examined the eouth 

fchore of Kicphena Island, and ascer- 
tained the i>03ition of several rocks not 
liitherto sliown on theciliart; also, when 
the weather permitted, on the way to 
the lisliing ground, several deep sea

OUR CLAIMS ON THE DOMINION. 

It has been announced, with every 
iil>pearance of authority, that the Lau- 
rier ministry contemplates inaugurating 
a policy of Canadian development. The 
minister of Railways, in a speech deliv- 
ered ip. Ontario shortly before his visit 
to thia Coast, declared that he could 
Bpe.ik for his colleagues and say that 
their policy would not be one of " mark- 
ing time," but one of progress; that 
while desiring to practice economy they 
would not shrink from incurring finan- 
cial re-sponsibiiities if it could be made 
apjiear tliat compensating benefits would 
result. This is by no means a new de- 
)):irture in Canadian affairs, for it is the 
])rinciple upon which the Conservative 
])arty has acted. There will not be a 
diasonting voice raised in the Dominion 
against the adoption of a liberal and 
progressive policy by the Ministry. Dif- 
ferences of opinion may arise overdetails 
but upon tho g(!i!eral proposition there 
will be iiarinony, for the rank and file 
of tho Liberal party will doubtless fol- 
low their leader, and the Conservatives 
will not stultify tiomselves and give the 
Hi' to their record by playing tho role of 
obstructionists. The ministry has, there- 
fore, to all intents and purposes, a free 
Jiand in this respect. On other(iues- 
tiona parly lines may be drawn rigidly 
enough; but in the promotion of enter- 
prises for the general welfare of Canada 
the people stand ready to approve of any 
vi cU considered plan. 

We make thia brief reference to the 
politicil aspect of th(; case, Ijecause in 
IV .bat snail Ijo said in thia and subee- 
q'.ient articles upon the claims which 
this province has forconsideration atthe 
hands of parliiunent, we shall endeavor to 
avoid any roieiencea of a partizan 
< iiaracter. The claims which we shall 
jiresent get none of tlreir force from the 
i.u't that a Liberal ministry occui)ies the 
treasury benches ; they would gain no 
additional force if the Conservatives held 
the reina of power. Their strengtli de- 
pends upon their Inherent merit. Tiie 
time has come to urge them and to urge 
them with all the force of which the 
people of British Oolumbla are capable. 
Our province in approaching the minis- 
try and parliament does not need to 
stand in tho attitude of one pleading,' for 
favors, but as one who claims simply 
just recognition, but with that claim 
presents indisputable evidence that jus- 
tice to British Columbia means prosper- 
ity to Canada. 

first we desire to enter a protest 
against a statement made from an in- 
fluential quarter that no matter what 
might bo done for the development of 
Western Canada, the burden pf expense 
would fall niion Ontario. In the early 
days of Confederation, when Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick were pressing for 
what were called " better terms," it was 
the custom of Ontario papers and public 
men to speak of their province as " the 
luilch cow of the Dominion." We shall 
not take time to discuss the correctness 
of this claim, for it is immaterial at 
present ; but this we do say and are pre- 
j)ared to maintain as beyond dispute, 
that British Columbia has never re- 
ceived out of the Dominion treasury 
anything like what it has contributed 
thereto. We concede freely tiiat no 
ministry can bo expected to keep tally 
from year to year of what a province 
l)aya in taxes and distribute the 
expenditure accordingly. That would 
Ije mere pettifogging. But we do 
say that when it can be thown by the 
"returns of a series of years that any 
province is contributing far more to tlio 
xeventte-thaait ia lecelviug in return,, 



ITALY TO VACATE AFRICA. 

The announcement is made that Italy 
is to vacate Krytlirca, with the excep- 
tion of Massowah. Probably thia is the 
truth. The attempt to establish an 
Italian colony on the shores of the Red 
Sea was a failure from its inception. 
Whatever may be the good qualities of 
the ttalian people, fitness for the colon- 
ization of now countries is not one of 
theui ; but even if it were tho climate of 
the region wliich they acquired in Africa 
was such as to make its dettlement by 
Europeans impossible. It ia described 
as intensely hot in the day and very cold 
at night, and though the soil was in 
many places fertile enougli, the few 
settlers who were jjersnaded to go there 
could not be induced to remain. The 
territory, to which the classic name of 
Erythrea was given, was formerly an 
appanage of Egypt, but was abandoned 
at the same time as the Soudan was 
given up. It will probably be reoccupied 
by the Egyptian government, or pos- 
sible Great Britain may extend her 
spliero of influence over it. 

The political ell'ect of this action on 
the part of Italy will be to enable that 
country to retain her status as one of 
the great powers of Europe by putting 
her finances upon a - sound basis. The 
Italian exchequer has been wrestling 
with a series of deheita ever since tiie 
governmeut embarked on its ventures in 
Africa; but if thia source of profitless 
expenditure ia cut ofl' the treasury re- 
turns will show a surplus. This would 
enable Italy to keep her fleet up to date 
and thereby not only strengthen her 
position as a member of tho triple alli- 
ance, but put her in a jjosition more 
ell'ectively to co-operate with Great 
Britain in tlie event of hoatilitiea with 
France or Russia. It is pointed out that 
with the Italian fleet co-ojierating the 
British Mediterranean squadron could 
block the Straits of Gibraltar and shut 
Russia up in the Black Sea. Hence it 
has been an open secret that the British 
government has been for some time de- 
sirous of seeing the Egyptian experiment 
abandoned. 



The letter of Mr. H. Dallas Helmcken 
to the directors of the J ubilee Hospital, 
read at tho meeting of that body, con- 
tains a suggestion which will greatly 
commend itself to the public.

rediculous by professing to believe the 
provincial government to be rea!)onsible 
lor tlie oi)iuioiiK of the Coi.os'isr. Xor 
should it deceive its readers by endeav- 
oring to lix upon the government the re- 
Bponsibility' for the rates of interest on 
mortgage loans. As to the particular 
matter which has aroused the ire of our 
contemporary, namely, the suggestion 
that the relative cheapnes.^ of money in 
boom times tempted people to borrow 
more than they should liavo done, we 
have only to eay that the fact of ao many 
loans remaining unpaid proves that this 
was the case. Whether an era of cheap- 
er money would lead to larger borrowing 
is a matter of opinion, and the sugges- 
tion that it would do ho is in accordance 
with tlio experience of every country 
under the sun. I'oasibiy ;i mcaiis can 
be devised for iiroviding the [leoijle with 
money at lower rates than must now be 
paid. .Some successful oxjieriments in 
co-operative banking have been tried in 
Europe and elsewhere, and we shall take 
pleasure in a future issue in giving aoiiie 
facts bearing upon Ihcnn. I'or the pres- 
ent we wiali only to jirotest against the 
aininesH of making an attack up- 
on tho provincial government because 
of views expressed in this paper upon an 
abstract proposition in finance — a sub- 
ject with which under the terms of 'the 
British North America Act the provin- 
cial governments have nothing whatever 
to do. In order, however, that our 
esteemed contemjiorary may not run 
short of ammunition against the govorn- 
nient, "notof the sort that kills," we 
will mention that in the opinion of the 
Colonist nobody in point of fact ever 
did strike Billy Patterson.

A TIMELY SUGGESTION. 

Mr. H. D, Helmckera IVIakes a Celebration 
Proposition to the Jubilee Hospital 
Directors. 

President Joshuu Davies and Messrs. 
Yates, Crimp, Brown and AVilson were 
the only directors present at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Jubilee iiospital 
board, last evening. Among the coni- 
munications submitted, which met with 
general favor, was the following from 
Mr. II. Dallas liehncken, Q.C., M.P.P. : 

" You are iiuare that this year will be 
celebrated in Victoria what is known as 
the Queen's Diamond Jubilee, and, judg- 
ing from the public press, one of the 
chief features of the celebration 
will be the enlarging of the Queen 
Vi<;toria Jubilee Institute for nurses. 
It occurs to me that, inasmuch aa our 
ai)lendid institution ia a monument of 
tlie (iueen'a jubilee, we iiiiglit see whe- 
ther it id not ))ossiblo to cnlarnc the hos- 
pital in further commemoration of our 
Most Gracious .'-Sovereign by the erection 
of an additional ward for maternity 
cases— an admittedly urgent need — so 
that in the course of time wo may haven 
hospital which will be com))letu for tho 
purpose of fully instructing nurses, and 
thus adding to ils usefulness aa well as 
its reputation. I aimnly suggest this 
so that the mutter may bo brought 
up at the next meeting for discussion, 
and, if thought fit, that it may be re- 
ferred to a apeeial committee to arrange 
details." 

A committee of three composed of the 
writer and Messrs. A. Wilson and A. 0. 
Flummerfelt was with little discussion 
api)oined to examine into the feasibility 
of the Buggostion and to report at a sub- 
seciuent meeting. 

Next in order came the regular 
montnly report from Dr. Richardson. 
In this, after referring to the 
hard work which tho nurses of 
the hospital have had of late, 
the doctor complained of an insuthciency 
of accommodation ia the hospital for all 
patients apidying for private rooms, 
adding that when the bed rooms for 
domestics are fruished one room occu- 
pied by the nurses will be available. 
Tho pay .sheet for the past month -was 
large, but it was owing to four 
nurses being placed on the old 
salary of ^JO per month. He suggested 
the rearrruigeinentof theaalaries paid to 
nurses, making them a little more for 
the lirst year and leas for the second. 
There were other minor suggestions in 
the roi)orl,, and tho doctor was author- 
ized to deal with uU as he saw lit, except 
the one touching saliiriea, this being left 
with the committee of the month tol )ok 
after. The usual salary accountamount- 
ing to $6i8,10, was passed for payment.

A FORTUNATE ESCAPE. 

Absence of Wind and the Snowfall Save 
Chinatown From a Serious 
Conflagration. 

An entire absence of wind and the fact 
that th>: piiow lay thick upon the roofs, 
Biived Chinatown early yesterday morn- 
iug from u ourioua conflagration.

On arrival the firemen, too, 
seemed unfortunately ehort handed, the 
hose being unreeled by two men, who of 
course required asaistanco to do efiective 
work, and had it not been for the snow 
the church adjoining could not have 
been saved. 

As a matter of fact it was several times 
in lliuiies, and damage to it was done to 
the e.v:tent of ^50. ^Several of the mis- 
sion boys in the expectation that it was 
duotiieci, I'oiiiineuced to remove the 
books, etc., one sturdy young (.Ihinanian 
being jxtrtictilarly /.ealous in this work 
until a swit(;li al>out of the hose from 
the cheiiiical lilli'd hia face with a com- 
pound for wliicli ho had no particular 
use or respect anil caused him to aban- 
don an armful of liymnala to their fate 
and retreat with many exclamations of 
disgust. 

Anotlier unlucky resident bad nunle ko 
hurried a departure from one of the 
threatened rooms that lie had taken lit- 
tle care In the completion of his toilet, 

his costume conaisting in consequence of 
a light undershirt, a i)air of gum boots 
and an overcoat. Thus lightly attired 
he spent an anxious ten niinutea trying 
to rt^cover his trousers through a broken 
window with the aitl of a polehook.

■ Silage must ultimubelv take, and is now 
takinp, a permanent and very impor- 
tant place in the returna of dairy cows. 
Dairymen ReDerally do not fiuffiuiently 
appreciate the great need. and value of 
green, juicy food as one component of 
thedaily rations of the dairy cow. In 
our own case, wo lay by veeetables.fruita 
and prcBervea for winter use, not simply 
to pleaaii tlio piiliilo nor because tlioy are 
liiglily nutritions, but because they con- 
tain principles which iire of the utmost 
importance in the influence which they 
exert over tlio process oi nutrition and 
assimilation. Now, our domestic ani- 
niala, like ourselves, not only relish, but 
(jreatly need something of this nature, 
roots and silage, as part of a winter 
ration, and the great problem is how 
this can be most chraply provided, and 
the question becomeB of imperative and 
paramount importance to the dairy 
farmer who is keeping hia cows for the 
purpose of consuming the largest pos- 
sible amoupt of food, and converting it 
into the ricliept milk at the lowest cost. 
It is one thing to . carry an animal 
throiigh the winter on a simple nuiin- 
tenance, but it is a very ditlerent thing 
to crowd into the cow all that she can 
possibly eat and convert into milk. 

" It is irrational," said Mr. Anderson 
in conclusion, " to suppose that a cow 
fed only to the limit of support can sup- 
ply milk, hence it follows that one cow 
properly fed will give more milk than 
two improperly fed cows, it is well 
to lay to lienrt the saying ' Ex nihilo 
nihil tit' — • Nothing can come of noth- 
ing.' There is one other subject in con- 
nection with winter feeding, and that is 
the necessity of an ample supply of gooil 
water. Milk is largely composed of 
water (I do not mean as it is aupi)lied to 
town customers), and it is a matter of 
paramount importance tliat cows should 
at all times have access lo water, and of 
equal importance that tlie water slioukl 
be absolutely pure and free from taint. 
T^e whole matter is Bunimed up in bul- 
letin 33 of the Wisconsin Experiment 
Station as follows : 

"Keep only good cows that respond to 
feeding. 

" Feed liberally, but not to waste, 

" Select Buch feed atulTu as will supply 
a fair quantity of protein. 

" Raise and feed naoreoats and clover ; 
nee bran, ehoits and oil meal wiionever 
needed, and when obtainable at a reason- 
able price." 

Mr. C. R. King warmly complimented 
the deputy minister upon the exct-Uence 
of his i)aper, and observed that the 
choice was simply between cold storage 
and winter dairying. British Columbia 
was most favorably situated in regard to 
its adaptibility for winter dairying, 
climatic and other natural conditions 
being especially advantageous. In this 
province the winter production of butter 
should be equal to that of the summer, 
better ^roitabeingtbereby obtained. He 
urged increased attention to care and 
feeding, pointing out particularly that 
the cold rains of Brjtish' Columbia are 
as dangerous to stock as the frosts of the 
Eastern provinces, while there is little 
nutriment to be had from winter grasses, 
no matter how green. Mr. King had 
also practical observations to make as to 
the feeding of ensilage, grains and con- 
centrated foods, diflering materially 
from the natural coarse foods of the cow, 
and the dangers incidental to unintelli 
gent feeding. He favored the thorough 
mixing of concentrated foods with some 
bulky matftrial such as chonped straw. 

Mr. A. C- Wells also tlianked Mr. 
Anderson for the hints contained in his 
valuable paper, and remarked that if any 
province was in a position to advance 
and advance rapidly in the matter of 
winter dairying, it was British Colum- 
bia. Several i^ood moves had nlread 
been made in tliia direc^i>n— m11 i.ui 
creameries were running liiis winter 
and the butter output would in conse 
iiueoce be very creditable to the prov 
ince. He had a word to say, too, will 
regard to the superior advantages pos 
scased by British Columbia in the mat 
ter of ventilating in the winter montlie 
the health of the cow being more easily 
preserved here tliau in the i-^aatern pro 
vinces, and closed with a word of aug 
geation as to mixed winter foods. 

In tills latter connection Mr. R. JI 
Palmer mentioned the use that maybe 
made of oat daat, a short but intereatin. 
debate arising out of bis expression of 
opinion. _ 

MIXED rAKMING, 

Kr. Watsoq Clarke OSTers Practical Sugge 
tions of Special Interest to the 
Island Agriculturist. 

" In preparing this paper on 'mixtd 
farming ' I have been as brief as pos 
Bible, explained Mr. Clarke in his intro' 
ductory remarks, " and 1 have loft the 
subject as open to argument as possible 
for It is one that embraces a very groat 
deal. It is, in fact, inclusive of all 
tema of farming, such as the breeding 
and rearing of stock o£ all kinds, the 
growing of cereals and green crops, and 
the general cultivation of all clasaeH of 
land. Mixed farming may be termed to 
a farmer, not carrying his eggs all in one 
basket, or having more strings to his 
bow than one. For when he has all 
kinds of cattle, grain and produce, he 
ought surely to have something which 
' will command a ready market; and 
therefore ho has a better chance than 
one who goes in for but one kind 
produce. I believe, however, that on 
every farm, largo or small, every farmer 
should have one or more specialties, ami 
ou large farms have as many spocialtiea 
as possible. It is my belief tiiat a man 
ought to stick to his specialtiea and not 
turn first to one thing and then to an 
other just because some one article hap- 
pens to make a little better price for tlio 
time being. It nearly alwaVa happens 
that If any article makes a good price 
one year, before three years arc over the 
same article is over-produced, and of 
course there is no demand for ii. iStick 
to your specialties and depend upon it 
your turn will come; take wheat at 
present as an example, 

" On a large farm we expect to find 
all kinds of stock, horses, cows, sheep, 
and pigs. We will take the horse first 
as on every farm he is iiidiBpensible. 1 
think that on a hlr^e farm, it is the duty 
of every farmer to breed and rear all hin 
own lioraes, taking care always to keep 
the very beat of his niarea for himself 
for breeding purposes, and not to dia- 
poHB of them because thoy happen to 
make a little more money than the 
worse animals, as the best come from 
tlie host, or like produces like. I need 
not make any raoiarlta aa to the feeding 
of horses ' as ' almost everyone who 
-j}oas686es ono lias his own way and as a 



general rule will look well to its feed and 
comfort. Only aa to the younger ani- 
mals I would say that they require more 
attention than is given them, especially 
in the winter season for if they are given 
plenty in summer aud then are starved 
in winter, it is like putting money into 
the pocket at one time and throwing it 
away at another — it will leave you no. 
bettor in the end. 

" In touching on the cattle, we will 
take the milch cows lirat, and I muat 
say that tho claaa of cattle wo have on 
Vancouver Island is not at all creditable, 
and I think it is tlie duty of every one 
concerned to try by all means to im- 
prove. We cannot blame either the 
land or the climate, for I have yet to see 
the country or the climate that can bo>it 
ours, where good care and judgment are 
used — in fact I am surprised to see the 
cattle as good as they are considering 
tho treatment thoy receive. It is my 
idea that tho first thing wo should do 
would be to get some good male animals 
and try to got our cattle improved in 
that way. It I might suggest any of tho 
breeds, I would recommend the short- 
horn oi the holstein, something that 
would raise a more general purpose ani- 
mal, one that, should she fail in tho 
tho dairy, could easily be disposed of to 
the butcher, and I wish to say that the 
dairying nart of tho business is only one 
part of the profit which ought to be made 
iroMi the cattle. Supposing you liavo a 
farm on which you keep twenty milch 
cows (milk-soiling dairies excepted), I 
would expect to seo say from twelve to 
fifteen calves reared every year, and eas- 
ily raised without purchasing very much 
food for them. 

" I should recommend that tho calvoa 
have new or whole milk for at leaat 
three weeka; the next week half new 
and half skimmed, and then they ought 
to be strong and hoaltliy and able to get 
along with skimmed milk alone. Or if 
you want to make them extra good, it ia 
as well to make a little gruel of linseed 
or oat meal, to be mixed amongst the 
milk when hot, to warm the milk, as it 
is then not aa liable to produce colic or 
scour when fed. Such feed should not 
be dispensed with until the calf is from 
six to eight montlia old at leaat. They 
ought then to be well cared for till thoy 
reach the ago of twenty-four or thirty 
months, at which time thoy will pro- 
duce a calf and go into tho dairy. And 
now cornea tho time that a farmer makea 
something from his stock, for say that 
only ten of the lot come all right into 
the dairy, ho wilt have a like number of 
his older stock to sell out, and ought to 
makea good price to the milk selling 
dairies or to the butcher. 

In my opinion, choosing a proper dairy 
cow is as easy aa any thing there is to do 
on a farm. The first thing to do is to ex- 
amine the udder, and if it is a proper 
shape and size and the teats are in a 
right position you may be sure that you 
will not be wrong in buying her. Some 
one will ask what ia a proper shaped ad- 
der. Seo how they are pictured in the 
agricultural papers; you will see a large 
front bag extending well behind with 
teats set on square, not pointing for 
ward but hanging straight down or oven 
a little inclined backwards. Of conrao, 
you have the animal to look at; she may 
bo large or small, rough or a beauty, but 
if her udder is not deformed her dairy or 
milking qualities are sure to bo good 
•" On mixed farms we expect to find a 
flock of sheep too, and if they be of the 
right kind there is nothing on the farm 
that will pay the same profit for the 
amount of labor and the feed they cou' 
sume. I have heard it remarked that 
thia island is not adapted for sheep, but 
I wish to contradict that flatly, aa the 
climate ia good, the land sound and dry 
excepting a few awanipa and low places 
(and they might be easily drained), aud 
from tho flocks I Have examined I have 
found the sheep to grow to a great size, 
with a good qnalit.v nf mutton and wool. 
Theie ia i)k'iity of mountain or upland 
tin which the alieop can graze cheaply 
most of the yc;ir, tlio spring commences 
early and the sheep can be kept outside 
moat of the winter. All the land at the 
foot of the mountains is good for winter- 
ing the sheep and also for fattening 
them and their lambs. There is noth- 
ing that feeds on the land that leaves as 
much or as pood manure as the sheep. 

" Where sheep are kept, I think the 
fat lamb comes in first of any crop and 
always commands a ready market be- 
cause the butcher finds that lambs taken 
direct from their dams and slaughtered 
are a much bettor (juality than those 
tliat have left their mothers a week or 
more, or say, the imported ones. I am 
pleased to say tlie Vancouver Island 
Flockmastcrs' Association are taking uj) 
the niattor of shoei)- breeding, and we 
must uoiiimend tliem for the labor, en- 
ergy and spirit they display in buying 
up the best rams they can obtain and do- 
ing all they can to impiove tho quality 
of their tlocks. It is a step in the right 
direction, and I am sure that in a few 
years they will be rewarded for their 
labor and outlay. I am aure we all wish 
them every success. The wild animala 
and too many dogs are the great draw- 
backs for aheop-broedors. 

" I must not forget that most impor- 
tant animal the pig, because if you do 
not keep swine on the farm a great deal 
of feed, which can be given to nothing 
else, otherwiae would bo loat, and 
tliOBO timea wo caimot afford to tl row 
anything away. Tlio pig is beat adapt- 
ed for the smaller farms and milk sell 
ing dairieSi where you have not suflicieut 
milk and feed for calves regularly. I 
consider tho pig a market at home for 
everything which cannot be sold else- 
where. I aay keep him well and he will 
bring his recommendations with him. 

In regard to tho cultivation of the 
land, I will not take up much of your 
time on the growth of wheat and oata as 
I think the best methods of growing 
them are very well known. Ono thing 
I muat say in regard to them and all 
other crops— plow deep, plow well and 
sow as early as posaible. It is a well 
known fact that in dry climates it is 
best to cultivate deep and roll 'down 
hard. As to the growth of barley, see- 
ng there is so little grown on the island, 
t is and should be considered one 
of tho beat paying cereals on account of 
the large; iiuaiitity required for malting, 
ts quick gvowlh and heavy yield. I am 
aomowliat aiirpriaed that we do not have 
imy malt kilna, as I am sure tho amount 
of malt used in Victoria alone ought to 
keep one going aud be a paying concern. 
Ic seems to nie lo be acaae of no barley, 
no malt kilns — no malt kilns, no barley. 
It is not because tho barley grown li';ro 
is not good, aa I have aeon sainplea 
grown at 8aanich really first-class for 
malting purpoaes. Barley on tho lighter 
landa is, too, a really good change of 
crop for the land, instead of growing 
oats year in and year out aa I have often 
seen done. 
" Seeding down land for hay or pas- 



ture is one of the most dillicult parts of 
work on the farm, mostly on account of 
the very dry time we have in tho months 
of July, August, September and some- 
time even in October. The young plants 
cannot stand tho very great change that 
takes place in being alioltered by a heavy 
crop, which when cut lays the plants 
open to a scorching sun. It is one ofthe 
big items of expense on a farm and when 
we hav.e to sow for two or three years 
before we get a catch it throws your ro- 
tation !ill out of order. It ia a subject 
that requires great study. I always lind 
it a good rule to follow nature as closely 
as possible and I would like to ask has 
anyone tried to sow grape seed as soon 
aa 'the giai:i ia taken oil, because all the 
seeds that ripen and drop before tho first 
raina, come up and go on well. 

For my part, I recommend that the 
land that la to bo seeded down ought to 
bo after green crop, so that when you 
have worked and cleaned the land well 
and killed all the wild grasaea, the secda 
aown have tho best chance and tho land 
ia not as likely to dry out as when only 
plowed out of Htubble. Sow plenty of 
seeds and be auro thoy are good. While 
I am on thia aubjoct, I wish to ask this 
question : Is timothy alone the best to 
BOW? I say no; not on a mixedfarm where 
you keep all kinds of stock. Timothy 
grows but one crop per year and is no- 
thing for your cattle in 'the spring 
or fall. I recommend those who 
keep stock to try a mixture 
of Italian rj-e grass, red clover 
orchard grass and sow this along with a 
little timotiiy, so that you will have 
early grass for your aheep and lambs, 
and after you have taken oil" your crop 
of hay have a good bite for your milch 
cows or any other Etock. To those who 
no in for selling hay, why grow timothy, 
of course. 

" Now I come to what I consider ono 
of the most important subjects oi mixed 
farming — the growing oi root eroiis. 
Potatoes are always a staple crop, and 
when too cheap and plentiful for tho 
market are first-class for fattening cattle 
or producing milk, or for the making of 
flrst-claas bacon. Till last year potatoes 
have been free from all pests, 
but last year I was sorry to 
see the amount of damage done 
by a little black beetle, or lly, almost 
like tlie little black turnip lly, which 
eats all the leaves. Then the to|)a went 
down and died, and I give them more 
credit for spoiling our crop than tho dry 
weather. Turnips cannot be recom- 
mended on account of the deatruction 
cauaed by the green lly or aphis, and I 
am sorry to say that useful vegetable, 
the cabbage, had the same enemy, but I 
trust they will leave us soon and for 
ever. The roota I recommend are tho 
carrot and the mangold, aa they are 
heavy croppers, and aa yet free from all 
pests. On every farm there ought to be 
a large quantity of roota grown. They 
are the most useful kind of feed 
grown for winter and spring. Where a 
flock of sheep are kept notliing equals 
them, and I must tell you that if you 
have any land that wants manuriiin 
why, put on your sheep, feed them roota, 
and you will soon see the result. What 
have you better than a few carrots for 
your milking stock or your horses? But 
where you will fiiul roots tho most USO ' 
ful is amongst your young atock and dry 
cattle. You can feed them roots and 
straw and bring yourcattlethrougli win- 
ter in good shape, and you will also make 
a large amount of good manure to im- 
prove your farm. 

" The most disheartening part of farm- 
ing comes after you have worked I may 
say almost night and day to get your 
cattle into shape for the market, your 
grain and produce ready for tho consum- 
ers. How many hero liavo been dissap- 
pointed after working hard a whole year 
to make something nice and good, and, 
when taken to city or market, to be told 
by the middlemen ami the storekeeper, 
' There is no demand for it, it is worth 
nothing, but out of pity,s sake and aa 
you are a friend I will give you so much 
for it.' At the 6ame time he is expect- 
ing to clear more for selling it once than 
you get for growing, preparing, carrying 
and also selling it onee. 

" The remedy for thia complaint ia for 
the formers to combine, and I am sure 
if they will look round they will see they 
have it in their power to do so. Look at 
the fine market hall, which at tiie pres- 
ent time ia a white elepliant to our city 
authoritioa, its income barely paying lor 
ono man to attend to it. I am sure the 
city would be only too glad to rent it at 
a nominal rent. Now, if the farmers 
would coiubino and rent thia place they 
would have every opportunity of placing 
every thing they grow direct before the 
coiisuiiiera, and on thia ])oint we might 
ho able to turn to a profit what has 
hitlierto been a loss. I think you 
will all agree with me that the 
small losses of one thing or another 
which under present conditions cannot 
be helped, could by having a market, of 
your own be turned into a very nice 
profit — I mean all kinds of small articles 
which will not pay to take to town sej)- 
aratoly, which could be easily sent in 
under combination rules, for you can all 
see tliat if one waggon could collect and 
take articles Hay from ten different 
places insteail of hitcliiiit; up ten teams 
there must lie a considerahio aaving. 
Oui- friends tho fruitgrowera did try to 
make a start oi soiiiothiiig of the kind, 
and I waa sorry to see they did not goon 
with it; at any rate 1 (;oiiaider itia a sub- 
ject we might all take into coiiaidera- 
tion and discu.sa, and if it ia considered 
worth while, why.let us combine at once. 

" Before I finiah I may perhaps be al- 
lowed to make a fetr general remarks, 
and a suggestion upon which I think 
you will all ogree with me. A question 
crops up. How are farmers to get the 
really good bred male animals of which 
I have spoken l>efore? We all know 
that it will take more money than tho 
ordinary farmer has to spare. Look at 
the er.ormouH coat of carriagu alone. 
Now in looking over what the Dominion 
liarliainent are doing away back east, to 
lielp the Kaatorn farmers — that is sub- 
sidizing fast steamers for exporting theii 
goods, providing cold storage and even 
atartiiig them stores in England for the 
sale of thoir goods, I should think 
it would 1)0 as little as they 
could do to help ua to get 
in lirst-chiKS male animala, and I am 
sure that a few tliouaand dollars ex

I think it would be amore profltable and 
Benaible plan than spending so much 
money on one or two experimental 
farms, as then everyone would have a 
chance of improving his stoek. I am 
sure there are plenty of farmers who 
would undertake to keep a etud horse 
or a bull, and allow everyone the use of 
them for a very nominal charge. 

"lam sure, also, that everyone can 
plainly see that farmers, like the rest of 
people, will have to combine and stand 
shouliler to shoulder and work in har- 
mony instead of being broken up into 
all kinds of factions, and I would advise 
you all to weigh this matter over, and if 
you think I am right, wliy commence at 
once. I must ask a little forbearance 
from you all as I don't think that farm- 
ers are expected to be lirsl-class writers, 
and ii I huve not made the address as it 
ought to be, you must excuse me. I 
have refrained from using figures as I 
think any ordinary man can make a 
farm pay largely on paper. For myself, 
T am content to make a small profit from 
the lantl itself." 



THE INSTITUTE SYSTEM. 

Premier Turner Throws Out a Suggestion 
Upon Which Important Develop- 
ment May Rest. 

Hon. .1. IT. Turner, premier and min- 
ster o[ agriculture, having entered dur- 
ing till! reading of Blr. Clarke's emin- 
ently i)ractical paper, he was on its con- 
clusion invited to address the meeting 
and at once complied, although ho was 
Btill BuH'ering from an attack of the 
grippe and his remarks were therefore 
somewhat brief. He expressed pleasure 
at having been in time to hear a portion 
at least of the paper on mixed farniinu. 
Then turninir to the matter of the gov- 
ernment grants to the dairymen 
and the fruit growes, ho ex- 
]iliinfd that tlie latter were 
(.•(jii^iilurahly oldi!r and more numerous 
than the dairymen — the members of 
their association at all events — and the 
government liad therefor^ felt justified 
in exlenilint: aid to the tlrst in tlie field, 
and thus making what was in reality a 
very ini])ortant test. Its success would 
he thouglit bo admitted, for the fruit in- 
dustry had undoubtedly developed 
amazingly, thanks in great measure no 
doubt to the energy and ability of the 
inspector. In the case of the relative 
assistance to the two associations, the 
government would naturally have to be 
guided largely by the interest evinced 
hy the people of the province. 

U'iiile on this subject of societies for 
the protnotion of special branches of in- 
dustry, he tliought it would be well for 
Briusli Columbians to give a little con- 
sideration to a plan that was proving a 
great success in Ontario — the formation 
of farmers' institutes, the intention of 
which was to take in hand the various 
interests now dealt with by separate so- 
cieties, but being very closely akin in 
their aims and cliaracter. For example, 
the fruit growers' association, the 
dairymen's society, the horse breeders' 
association, etc., bad all interesta in 
common, and it was matter for consider- 
ation whether it would not be 
advisable for British Colnmbia to 
follow the example set by Ontario. The 
practice there appeared to be that a 
aiiiall ineinbers' fee was charged, the 
luuiiicifial ity making a grant equal to it 
in the autxregate, and the government 
contriliutiiig a like amount. The gov- 
ernment also provided lectures on tho 
suljjects of horticulture and agriculture, 
and by this means much valuable in- 
formation was diCTused and at a compar- 
atively small and divided cost. He 
thought the system might be adopted 
here with advantage and work efl'ect- 
ivelyj at all events the matter was 
worthy of consideration. If the dairy- 
men Baw fit to give it consideration be- 
fore closing their annual session he 
hoped that they would favor him with 
t.hf opinion resulting. As to the grant, 
■the government would be pleased to con- 
buiir any request thi'v might have to 
make in this connection; tiiey would be 
disposed, too, to ileal liberally, for the 
revenue waa increasing and the jjrovince 
showed undeniable signs of improving 
times. 

I'li ief reference was made to theKoote- 
nny country ami \'ictoria'3 interests 
therein, the Premier remarking that he 
had III) doubt improved coinnuinication 
would shortly be liail with this im- 
portant section, and promising legisla- 
tion at an early dale, having for its ob- 
ject the development not only of the 
mining industry, but of the agricultural 
and all other important industries. In 
closing, he expressed the hope that some 
cfl'ort would be put forth shortly in the 
direction of closer union by the larger 
agricultural societies of tlie province. If, 
for example, Victoria and Xew IVest- 
miiiPter would combine and not split 
the government grant, taking tho exhi- 
bitiiin year about, belter and more satis- 
factory results would iiiii|uestionably be 
obtained . 

Hon. Mr. Turner's remarks were pro- 
ductive of several other short addresses, 
Mr. Ladner holding the small shows to 
be very necessary, as many could not af- 
ford to attend "the larger e\-hib|tioris ; 
Mr. Wells referring to the difliculty of 
combining the large shows and working 
harmoniously; Mr. Anderson and Mr. 
Hadwen arguing in behalf of combining 
the smaller sliows were the size of the 
dirislct made this practicable, at tlie 
same time increasing the prize lists; 
and Mr. Watson Clarke lamenting the 
ilisiiosilion on tho part of the jironioters 
of the largo exhibition to make horse- 
racing and other similar attraction.s 
more conspicuous than the displays of 
products that were the real exliibition, 
if its proper character were maintained. 



THE EDUCATION OF THE COW. 

Wr. A. A. King Points Out Why Some Dair- 
ies Succeed While Others Fail. 

The education of the cow," was tho 
title which Mr. A. A. ICing gave to his 
address, in prefacing his paper on "some 
needs in dairying." 

" We often hear from patrons of tho 
creamery," said he, "that there is no 
profit in dairying — that it costs too much 
to produce .1 hundred of milk or a pound 
of butter, or butter fat. Others again 
ai'e satisfied because they are making 
money out of their herd. When we hear 
the different stories told by these people, 
patrons of the same creamery; enjoying 
the same advantages; tho one becoming 
bankrupt and the othet rich, wo 
. naturally want to find out the 
>xeasou8 thereof. And on investigation 



we find one man well versed in his busi- 
ness, and tho other ignorant, opposed to 
now methods and theories, " unwilling 
to change to suit his old cow." We find 
one herd of selected cows, with a pedi- 
gree based on their milk and butler pro- 
duction; we find tho other herd made 
up of cows, that have never been tested 
in any way, but simply kept because 
they happen to be cows or heifer calves. 
This brings me to the first great need in 
the diary line in this province and that 
ia tho practical application of the bab- 
cock tester to tho dairy herd. 

" The market prices are beyond our 
control, but wo have control of the cost 
of production, and to this alone 
do we look for our profits. The herd, 
then, becomes the foundation of the 
whole dairy business. Much, of course, 
depends on how we feed and care for 
our cows; but no amount of feed and 
care will ever make a cow whose capac- 
ity ia only 120 pounds of butter a year a 
profitable cow. Every dairyman should 
establish a standard of his' own, which 
is adapted to his particular conditions, 
and every cow that does not come up to 
tliat standard should be sacrificed. 

" In calculating your standard of pro- 
fitableness you should take into consid- 
eration tho cost of feed, labor and inter- 
est on tho investment in tho cow. IjcI 
us calculate a standard for an example. 
We will suppose that it costs ^-iO to feed 
a cow for a year ; $10 for labor and $2.50 
to pay interest. Wo now have about 
$52 cliarged up against tho cow. Now, 
what have we to put on the other side of 
tho account? It is phiin to be seen that 
tho 120 pound cow is not in the race, as 
her butter would have to sell for 40 
cents to make a profit. 

' Wo will allow $10 for skim milk and 
$5 for manure, wdiich will leave if'il to 
bo paid for by the butter. .Supposing 
that we made as much butter in tho win- 
ter as summer and getting on an average 
from thecreamory2U;enta per pound, we 
would have to ii;ake about ITU ])Ounds in 
order to come out square. >So you see 
that there is no proht in a 175 pounds 
cow, neither is there very much profit in 
a 200 pounds cow. 

" Now why do we keep such cows as 
these? We would not keep a servant 
long who would only do- enough to jiay 
for his board, and why should we keep a 
cort'V The reason is that wo do not 
know and ilo not take pains to find out 
which cows are profitable and which are 
not. I believe that three-quarters of the 
cows kept in this ])rovince are actually 
running their owners into debt. There 
is no excuse for this in these days of'the 
babcock testers— in these days when 
science has made it possibleforihe dairy- 
man to have complete control of his 
business. No other business man would 
neglect the opportunity of avoiding loss 
and securing a profit, especially wiieu it 
can be secured as easily as this. 

" In the estimate that we have made 
we find that it requires 17() pounds with 
the skim milk and manure to pay for 
feed, labor and interest ; this being the 
case we must weed out all cows that only 
make that or under if we wish to make a 
success of our business. 

" Perhaps the surest way of finding 
out the value of the individual cows in 
your herd, is to keep an accurate ac- 
count of the weight of each cow's milk 
during the milking season and also to 
take a test of au average sample of this 
milk about once a mouth in winter and 
twice a month during the summer sea- 
son. This method is called the compos- 
ite test. Tlie first stc]) in the 
composite tost of cowa ia an ac- 
curate account of every day's milk 
of each cow. This can be very simply 
acconiplisheil by providing each milker 
with a spring scale and tally hoard so 
that when he finishes milking a cow ho 
has simplv to hang the pail on the 
spring balance and mark tho weight 
under that jiarticular cow's name on tho 
tally board. The next step is the taking 
of the sample. To do this get your tin- 
smith to make you a little cup one inch 
in diameter and about two inches deep. 
This will hold about one ounce and is 
BufHcient; pour the milk from one i)ail 
to another once or twice, and then take 
the little ounce cup full and put it in the 
jar marked with that cow's name, 
shake gently to mix ihe milk, and place 
jar back in its proper ])lace. To |)re- 
servo the sani[)le3 sweet tor any loiigth 
of time put in the jar about as much 
bichroraato of potash as you could hold 
on a ten cent i)iece. This will also ])re- 
vent the cream from becoming hard or 
adhering to the sides of the jar. When 
you desire to test, at the end of a week, 
or two weeks, place the jar in a pail of 
w arm water to soften the cream, then 
shake with a rotary motion until the 
cream is thoroughly mixed with the rest 
of the milk; takeout your sample and 
test it. 

" .'\ simpler form is, instead of con- 
tinuing tho test throughout tho eiiliie 
season, test an average sample of one 
weeks milk every two months through- 
out the milking seaeon. This is not so 
accurate as the first, hut will enable you 
to grl at an approxiniato value of your 
cow. 

" We have now tested cow and 
have found out the amount of bulter fat 
and milk given during tho season. Next 
we must find out how much butter this 
re])resents. The simplest way to do 
this is to add on one tenth to every per 
cent, of butter fat: For example — 
our cow gave an anverage teat 
of l.H jier cent, of butter fat 
by adding on one-tenth to every per 
cent, we ui l, 1,7 ])0iinils of butter to every 
lUQ jiouiids of milk, and by multiiilyiiig 
the number of one hundred pounds of 
milk given by the cow during the sen- 
son by -1.7, wo get the a mount of butter 
which we could make from tliat cow 
with proper I'll re, and with the number 
of nounds of butler you get the profit 
that the cow is making for you, or if she 
be kept at a loss, the amount of that 
loss. 

" I hear some onoof my farmer friends 
saying that that is all right in theory, 
but not practical— but I tell my friend 
that it is just as good in practice as in 
theory, and it is the only practical 
method of determining the value of the 
individual cows in your herd. Of course 
it means some very careful work on 
your part; ' hut nothing good is lightly 
won' in this world; aiul in this case 
you will have the salisfaction of know- 
ing that by a little patient ellbrt, you 
have established a herd that is every day 
imtting (lollarH into your pocket, no 
matter whether the .sun shines or not. 

" liut returning to our subject, sup- 
lioaiug our mw gives on an average one 
]iound bulter par day for 300 days ; that 
cov'h milk would he worth $1)1, and 
would give you a clear profit of $2-!. IJiit 
don't be contented with this — aim high- 
er—put yuu standard at -100 jiounds )ier 
year. What one dairyman has done 
another can do, and perhaps a little bet-

CDRRENCY, MATTERS. 

The Bimetallic Situation Reviewed— Opin- 
ions of Leaders In England and 
tlie Continent. 

LoxuoN, Jnn, 2S. — The Febriiavy num- 
ber of the National Pieview will contain 
Jill iuipyrtaut review of the bimetallic, 
situation in Europe, by tho leaders of 
the movouu'ut in ISnglapd, FnmyQ anil 
Germany, and rvrranged epcciuliy in 
view of tlic visit to Europe of Senator 
AValcott of Colorado. 

M. Edmund d'Aretoris, secretary of 
tho French hemetallic league, contrib- 
utes a careful article on the situation, 
and tho steady growth of the movement 
in France. In it he declares there is no 
doubt tliat the French government and 
a great majority ot tho French parlia- 
ment are in lavor of bimetallism, add- 
ing : . 

•' Our hopes to-day are greater than 
ever because we believe that the Ameri- 
can election haa revealed tct Europe 
generally, and to England especiallv 
the impnssc (blind alley -juto 
tjold monometallism ha-^^ (-1,^ ^vorld. 
It has been shown cr^ayi,jgiyeiy ti,at the 
iiiternationalista r^ro far more logical 
partisans of F^,,„n(i money than the 
inonometalli'jjg n 

Pf' '-'^!vO Arendt, member of the 
reiclist^^g^ and of ttie Prussian diet bonor- 
jfioretary of the bimetallis league, 
• .««larea that only England blocks 
the wav. Germany, he adds, 
will participate in a conference 
called by tho other powers; "but," 
Dr. Arendt contiues, " will not, as 
1S92, be represented by fanatic gold 
men; but will contribute by raising and 
ti.xiiig tho piice nt silver, liberal free 
trade, and tho socialist press, with tho 
entire parliamentary left lighting th 
doiiUle standard, which they rei)iOEent 
:i9 a means of eiudding debtors to repay 
gold uiortgagea with dopret'iated silver 
as illujiitiinately enriching Aniericaii 
mine 'owners. But tho left neither 
controls parliament nor the govern- 
ment, and," continues Dr. Arendt, 
" should a conference bo summoned the 
German parliament can be relied upon 
to be its strong supporters." 

Lord Aldcnham, who ia u director of 
the Bank of England, devotes much 
space to le'uting the argoinents oi the 
gold standard defence association, wiiich 
decdares that Senator Wolcott was un- 
able to answer tho lirst ((uealion asked 
by the Engli^di l)aiikers and traders. 
His Lordshi|i tliink.'i that the month of 
JIarch will enaliloMr. McKiiiley to carry 
out the St. Louis i)roi,'raijHne in regard to 
bimetalliem, and concludes with remark- 
ing : " There is no doubt that France 
and the Pnited States by agreeing to- 
gether could, themselvoa maintain a 
Ijimetallic law, but, for greater cer- 
tainty and confidence, it would be 
reasonable that they should aak for Eng- 
land and Germany's co-operation."

HOME RULE IN CUBA. 

What tbe Spanish Government la, it is Said, 
Prepared to Concede. 

Ni;w Yoiiic, Jan. 2,S. — K disptitch from 
the Uerald's correspondent in Havana, 
via Key West, says : " I have seen an 
absolutely tihtheiilic draft of the Home 
Rule measure which Spain is about to 
concede to Cuba. The act provides for 
a legislative assembly, wholly selected 
by an enlarged suffrage and com- 
posed of a senate and lower house. 
Besides having sole power to vote an 
especial budget for the island; this 
chamber has full power to draw up and 
control tho budget of what may be 
named the Imperial expenses ot tho 
army and navy of Spain, in so far as 
they are immediately to be shared by 
Cuba. 

This budget of expenses will be sent 
to Madrid for the approval of the cortes. 
With the governor-general is vested the 
power to appoint all oliicials in the Cu- 
ban government, with the exception of 
the governor-general or collectors 
of ports and the secretaries-gen- 
eral of the governor and civil 
governors of provinces, who are to bo 
selected by the popular vote. All the 
olhciais who shall lie appointed by the 
Governor-General mast be confirmed by 
the assembly created by tbe reform 
measure in the same way that federal 
aiipointmenta require continuation by 
tho eenate in the United States. The 
Cnlian assembly will have full 
and exclusive prwer to iiiil.iale all 
money and tariff b'Ua, tjnd no bill ot i;his 
nature can be consiiler^d by the govern- 
ment until it has been approved by the 
Cuban assembly. Tlie reform measure 
was read to Secretarv Olney in Wasli- 
ingtnn hist Decciiiber by ex-Ministor De 
Lome, and met hia most unqualified ap- 
proval. 

Promising as these concessiong seem, 
I do not believe the Cubans will accept 
any agreement to which the United 
States is not directly or indirectly 
a party. If the terms of this 
pledge given by Spain to ' the 
United States are sufliciently explicit 
and unniistakahle. Under this indii-oct 
guarantee tlie Cubans will accept tlie 
reform bill. I can say that 1 have the 
authority to give this assurance."

This special 
treaty provides for tho appointment of a 
i nnmiission to visit the country and tix 
definitely the 110th meridian under 
treaty of cession to the U.S. for a 
boiindarv hetweiMi that territory and the 
liritish Northwest territory.

A DISTRESSFUL DISTRICT. 

The'SalBpOor, Country in the Nizam's Do- 
■y''mi!nJbnS.;S,eyirely SuiTering From 
Famine and Pestilence, 

SoLAi'OOP., Inditi, Jan. I'S.— A spGC'inl 
press correspondent who ia visiting this 
district finds it badly aQ'ected. The 
scarcity of food is most severely felt at 
Talukas, San ([^ola, Mv\j<.\ft mii KnrmalR. 
SoiapoOr city is tlio centre of tlio weav- 
ing industry in tho Deccaii, and its in- 
habitants are suirering from the stop- 
]):igo of work at the mills. Itifl estima- 
ted tliat three-quarteaa of tl n whole 
number of weavers are alread.- out of 
work and -10,000 peraona throuc lOut the 
district are being relieved. 

No cases of cholera have been recorded 
in tho camp at Ekruts, five miles iiom 
here,, epeoially laid out for tbu weavers 
who are employed in the light work of 
impvoving the reservoir, which was built 
duving the last famine. Only 3,000 men, 
however, are employed, as tlie Moham- 
medan workers reiii.iin idle in the city, 
living on their savings. They will not 
accept manual labor until compelled to 
do BO. 

The correspondent traversed several 
irrigated jowani fields which had siden- 
did crops, ahd met 11 number of bands of 
people travelling in search of work. Re- 
turning to the city he arrived at the poor 
houao in time to see asaistance given out 
to over 300 yiecple, the halt, maimed or 
blind. Each person received a measure 
of meat and a modicuni ot oil , salt and 
chiliea. There were many children sul- 
ferin.g from optbalmia, and groups of 
lepers were noticed apart from all the 
other wrecks of humanity. Taken as a 
whole the Solapoor district is in a bad 
condition, which will probably become 
worse as the distress increaseal

AT TEETHING TIME. 



Soitablo Sahstanoo For Baby to Bite— Or- 
der In Which Teeth Appear. 

With regard to tho most suitablo sub- 
Rtanco for the baby to bile while teclh- 
ing, n firmly ttttaclicd iiidia rubber ring 
is the best. Hard f.iih.stimcos, such as 
roral tind ivory, tiro not good, as they 
tend to harden tho gums, making it 
lunro difiicult for the teeth to como 
through. Some children get into tho 
habit of .sucking tlieir tliuinbs at this 
time, imd those who do so have tho best 
comforter and "gumstick" of all. It is 
just the right conslsteuoy, always to bo 
found and will often soothe tholr little 
troublcfj and send them to sloop when 
nothing olso ^viIl siiti^ify. Though some 
mothers will not allow the habit, there 
is nothing in tbe least objectionable or 
harmful in it. If continued when the 
child gels older, tho practice is easily 
put a stoj) to by pa.inting the offending 
digit with ii little, bitter aloes. 

Young mothers may bo intorestcd to 
know tho time."? and order iu which tho 
temporary, or milk, teeth usually ap- 
pear in a hetilthy btiby. It is almost im- 
possible to make hard and fast rules as 
to tho exact time tho first tooth should 
bo cut, for cliildrcu vary so in this re- 
spect. In Homo tho first incisor comes 
through considerably before tho gener- 
ally accepted pi^riod, while in othera it 
nmy not make its ttppearanco until very 
mufh later. It depends chiefly upon tho 
general health and condition of tiio in- 
fant ; but, normally speaking, we m:iy 
take the following from an English au- 
thority as a standard from which, as a 
rule, there is not much dovintion: 

At tho Bcventh mouth the two center 
frout teeth; at tho ninth month tho two 
each side of these. Tho oyo teeth do not 
como through until tho oightcpnth 
month, the next to appear being tho 
fir.st double teeth, or molars, from the 
ninth to the tvv-idfth month. Tho re- 
maining two doulile teeth make their 
appearance about tho twenty-fourth 
month, completing tlic .s-et of 20, which 
cou.stitutc tho temiiortiry, or milk, teeth.

As soon as a tone is 
continued into a chord to which it does 
not belong a dissoiianei^ results, which 
is imiiuisictil.
